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TULIP 


For a gorgeous display of color in a Spring Garden, the 
tulip has no equal. No flower offers a greater variety of 
vivid color combinations, exquisite shades and delicately 
blended tints, combined with a rare perfection of form 
which makes it altogether irreproachable. It is, then, not 
to be wondered at that the introduction of the tulip 
created such a turmoil in the Low Countries in the early 
part of the seventeenth century. Bulbs were bought and 
sold at fabulous prices, fortunes made and lost over night; 
until, at last, the Dutch Government was obliged to put 
a stop to the gambling in tulips, which had developed into 
a regular craze. This near-panic of the early days is fre- 
quently referred to as the Tulipomania. 

Culture—Tulips prefer light soil; a rich sandy loam may 
not always be available but the addition of a liberal 
amount of sand and rotted manure or good fertilizer will 
produce wonderful results where soils are heavy. They 
should be planted four inches deep and five or six inches 
apart, or they may be scattered in the perennial border 
and allowed to become naturalized. A slightly shaded 
position will lengthen the blooming season. 

When grown in pots or pans, which is easily done, they 
may be planted quite close together and about two inches 
deep, bearing in mind that a light, rich soil is equally 


important here. 
. DARWIN TULIPS 
Too much cannot be said in praise of this class of tulips; 
they are tall vigorous growers, producing large flowers 
of perfect form and most brilliant in color. For planting 
in groups in the shrubby or perennial border, they are 
unsurpassed. As a cut flower, they are of great value and 
may be successfully grown in pots, especially if kept cool 
and ailowed to come along naturally.

It is said that in the past this fine strain of tulips was 
discarded for a time by the commercial growers in favor 
of some inferior varieties which had caught the fancy of 
the day; and that a few cottagers, who followed not so 
closely the dictates of fashion, cared for them and kept 
them growing in their gardens.

NARCISSUS OR DAFFODIL 


The name of the yellow Daffodil, like that of many 
another flower, is of legendary origin. It is supposed to 
be a corruption of Dis’s lily—the flower that fell from 
the chariot of that God during his flight with Proserpine, 
while the white poet’s narcissus bears the name of a 
youth reputed to have been so beautiful that upon seeing 
his image in the quiet waters of a pool, he became 
enraptured and remained as transfixed on the spot. It 
was there that the wood nymphs later found him, trans- 
formed into a pale and beautiful flower, still leaning over 
and apparently still gazing upon the waters of the pool. 
The Narcissus is one of the most useful of the early 
blooming bulbs, being hardy and of easy culture. They 
succeed in sun or shade and by bearing this in mind when 
planting a succession of bloom may be obtained. 
Valuable as cut flowers, they are also highly prized for 
bedding and, when naturalized in the perennial or 
shrubby border, they are delightful. 

Culture—Plant from October to January, covering the 
bulbs about five inches. They will thrive in any good 
garden soil. If this can be enriched with some well rotted 
manure or bone meal, so much the better, but do not dig 
in fresh manure. In beds or borders they are generally 
planted six inches apart. Planted along the brink of a 
pond or small stream in small groups, they soon make 
large clumps and offer a peculiarly picturesque appear- 
ance. $ 

They are valuable for pot culture and indoor decoration— 
plant three or four bulbs in a five or six inch pot and 
provide for good drainage by placing broken pots in bot- 
tom of pots. 

Grown in bulb fibre any dish or jardiniere will do as no 
drainage is necessary. Simply keep the fibre moist at 
all times, but never sodden.

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HYACINTH 


To simply mention the Hyacinth brings to mind a picture 
of Spring—certainly we cannot think of Spring without 
Hyacinths, it is so eminently the flower of Spring. 
Although it had not attained its present perfection, the 
Hyacinth was admired for centuries and even Homer 
mentions it. The mythology of the ancients relates that 
a youth named Hyacinthus, being struck and killed by a 
quoit pitched by Apollo, a beautiful flower sprang up 
from the ground where he bled and that it was named 
Hyancinth in his honor. 

Culture—The bulbs may be planted in the open from 
October to January in any good garden soil which has 
been well spaded up. They should be six or eight inches 
apart and covered from four to six inches. 

Pot Culture—Plant one bulb in a five-inch pot, a six-inch 
pot will hold three or four. Use light soil and place a few 
crocks in bottom of pots for drainage. The top of the 
bulb should be about even with the surface of the soil. 
Keep in a cool dark place for five or six weeks until the 
roots are fully developed, then gradually inure to the 
light. 

In Glasses. Fill the glass with water so as to barely 
touch the base of the bulb, a piece of charcoal the size of 
a walnut, put into the water, will keep it pure and 
obviate frequent changing. Keep in a dark cool place 
until the roots have fairly started, then remove to the 
light. 

In Bulb Fibre. Bulb fibre may be used to great advantage 
when growing bulbs for home decoration. As no drainage 
is necessary, any receptacle can be used to plant them 
in and there is no danger of water running on furniture 
or floors.

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FLOWER SEEDS 


A FEW CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


Few people are aware of the great 
number and variety of flowers that can be 
raised from seed. In this glorious South- 
land, the time taken to obtain fine flower- 
ing specimens is not nearly so long as in 
colder climates, while varieties grow to 
splendid perfection, if given a reasonable 
amount of care. There may be a few of 
the very hardiest species that need a 
longer winter’s rest than is here afforded, 
but it has been the experience of growers 
that these soon become acclimated and 
flower over a larger season than when the 
summer is short and hot—the winter long 
and cold. A little experience has to be 
obtained as to the suitability or otherwise, 
of certain kinds for special locations but 
once a general idea of the likes and dis- 
likes of the plants is obtained, it is plain 
sailing. 


HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in 
the open air at any time. The name “An- 
nual’ indicates that they live only one 
season. 

Many Annuals may be changed into 
biennials if they are kept from going to 
seed. Simply pick all the flowers when 
they are faded and cut down plant in the 
fall a few inches from the ground The 
plants branch out in the spring and pro- 
duce a new and abundant crop of bloom. 


The best time to sow is in the fall 
months, as they will make much stronger 
plants and flower much more abundantly 
when wintered over. They may be sown 
in any finely prepared shady border, and 
transplanted when large enough, to where 
they are to flower. Do not cover the 
seeds too deeply. A good rule is to cover 
each seed its own depth with soil, at the 
same time taking care to water carefully. 
Never water so much that the soil gets 
“soggy,” i. e., saturated; nor ever let the 
top get dry. Most varieties will germinate 
within ten days. 

They may also be sown at any time 
during the spring months for summer 
blooming, care being taken to shade the 
young plants after transplanting, in hot 
weather. 


HARDY BIENNIALS are those that 
ee in the second year from sowing the 
seed. 


HARDY PERENNIALS are among the 
finest of our border plants. They do not 
usually flower till the second year after 
sowing, but may be relied upon to pro- 
duce larger clumps of flowers year by 
year for many years. 


HARDY BIENNIALS and PEREN- 
NIALS should be sown in September. 
Many varieties, if sown then, will flower 
the next year. If sown in spring they will 
not flower till a year later. They may be 
sown in a shady border, and, when large 
enough, transplanted to where they are 
to remain.

CULTURE—A world wide grown vegetable because it can be quickly and 
easily grown, is extremely palatable and very nutritous. Every garden de- 
serves a lettuce plot. The quickest growing types are the loose leaf varieties 
and we suggest for the home garden a plot of loose leaf and a bed of the 
heading type. The loose leaf varieties will have matured and be used up 
by_the time the heading types are matured. 

The loose leaf Lettuce does not form heads but where the plants are 
grown a distance apart they make a large rounded cluster of leaves. 
Leaves are heavily crumpled and attractive in appearance, crisp and tender. 
We advise the planting of two ounces of seed for a 150 foot row and if the 
lettuce is too thick, thin after it has attained a size which can be pulled 
and used for salad or it can be thinned out when young and transplanted to 
another section of the garden. Lettuce needsconsiderable moisture, applied 
often but not too heavily and plenty of cultivation to obtain best results. 


HEAD LETTUCE, isso called because of its extremely solid or compact 
formation. Such types as Los Angeles Market, Wonderful, New York, Big 
Boston and Iceberg, may be depended upon to satisfactorily mature a firm 
cabbage-like head. 

Heading varieties should be sown the same as loose leaf except that it 
should by all means be thinned out when the fourth leaf appears leaving 
plants in the row 10 inches apart. 

A rich pliable medium loam soil is best.

I CULTURE—Many different methods of planting onions are in practice but the one most practical to the general market grower 
is the following method: 
Planting in this section usually starts in December, January and February unless the season is exceptional and then possibly earlier. 
The primary requisite is good seed and in this we excel, our seed being produced by experts who have been growing for us for 
years and our trade has been greatly increasing due to the excellence of our seed. 
; Sow onion seed with a seed drill in rows 14 inches apart, using on this basis from 4 to 44 pounds of seed per acre. The land must 
be thoroughly plowed, disked, and harrowed when necessary. It is impossible to prepare your land too carefully in growing the onion 
‘as it responds readily and in order to get maximum yields, thorough preparations must be made. ___ ‘ 
As s0on as the plants appear, hand weeding must start both in and between the rows. From this point on the plants must have 
‘a Steady even growth as a check whether from disease or drought will cause them to go to seed extensively. When the onions are ready 
for harvesting the tops will be well_ripened down. If, however. the tops are still green we would suggest running a light roller or plank 
over the field to press them down. In ten days after this operation the onions should be pulled and left in the field one deep to dry. 
When thoroughly dried the tops can be removed. However we do not recommend this until ready to ship to market. If the onions are 
to be kept any period of time they should not be sacked but put on a floor or in a bin where there is a complete circulation of air. In 
some @calities the transplanting system is followed. If this is done the seed should be planted in beds during August and September 
and ttansplanted to permanent field during February and March. The seed should be sown broadcast in the bed about 4% of aninch deep. 
When tran-™lonted they are put in rows 14 inches apart and 6 inches apart in the row. 
bers —— The land chosen for onions should be damp or easily irrigated, preferably loose sandy loam or peat and should 
Ba _ways be kept well drained. Heavy adobe or clay soilis good but here irrigation must be carefully practiced. 
On this latter soil onions do not color up as well nor are they as even in shape as on lighter soil. 
Never pick weedy land for onions and avoid lands just free of grain crops. Garden lands ~ 
are always preferable. Repeated planting for more than two successive seasons on the 
same ground is not advisable as onion diseases are bound to appear.

The main market gardeners crop is of the 
second early type and we recommend the Stratagem and Admiral or Senator for this planting. Of 
the late peas the Telephone is to be preferred. 

Peas may be planted in almost any kind of soil. In light soil during the warmer months they 
should be planted about 3 inches deep so as to be near moisture. In heavier soils or in fall 
months plant about 1 inch deep, that warmth may penetrate and help germinate the seed. 

Excessive moisture will rot the seed, so do not irrigate after seed is planted until the plants 

are well out of the ground; thisisanimportant point. Cultivate after each irrigation. Usual 
planting is at rate of 60 pounds per acre.

SEEDS BY MAIL 


IMPORTANT NOTE—The weight limits in the 1st, 2nd and 3rd zones have been increased to 
70 pounds; in other zones the limit is now 50 pounds 


Parcels Post — Since the installation of the new_parcels post law seeds, bulbs, tools, plants and_garden_ supplies (excevting poisons 
and liquids) may be sent by mail to all parts of the United States, including Alaska, Canal Zone, Guam, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. Packages are subject to a limit of maximum weight in the first and second and third zone of 70 pounds; in all other 
zones Of 50 pounds. The maximum size of a package is 84 inches for length and largeness of the girth combined. 

Zone Rates — May be had by applying to your postmaster, who will tell you which zone you are in with reference to Los Angeles 
or upon application we will tell you if you supply us with the name of your postoffice. 

For Parcels Weighing 8 Ounces or Less, containing seeds, bulbs or books only, the rate of postage to all zones is 1 cent, for 2 ounces 
or fraction. (Over 8 ounces the parcels post rates apply). 

For Parcels Containing Fourth Class Matter — other than the above — up to 4 ounces is permitted to all zones at 1 cent per ounce. 


(Over 4 ounces the Parcel Post zone rates apply.) 


To Mexico the parcel post rate is 12 cents per lb. to any point.
